If you do not live where you have Express Delivery 
service, please notify us at time of order and advise how to ship. 
Kindly send either money orders or checks for payment--no stamps-- 
please. Do not ask us to split a unit as quoted in the price list. Order 
as many units as desired. Canadian orders must be accompanied by 
express permit for F.O.B. orders. 


ACKNOWLEDGEMENT OF ORDERS 


Your order will be acknowledged as soon as received in our office. 
Bulbs will be shipped as near to date requested as it is possible to get 
them out. The past few winters, the weather here has been mild 
enough to enable us to ship bulbs practically all winter. If you live 
where the climateis unfavorable for shipping during our winter months, 
kindly notify us at time of order. Orders can be shipped any time re- 
quired after Jan. Ist. 


F,O,B. ITEMS 


If your order contains both F.O.B. and retail items, we will ship them 
together in one package, F.O.B. but will give you enough overcount and 
extras to more than offset the carrying charge on the retail items. If 
you prefer the two classes shipped separately, please mark order 
blank accordingly. 


ORDER BULBS EARLY 


Send in your bulbs orders now, to avoid disappointments later in the 
season, Stocks of some varieties are limited, so make your choice 
now while we have most sizes in all varieties listed. Orders will be 


filled in order of date filed in our office. No substitutions made on 
your order without your permission. Many times we have the variety 
wanted, but are out of the particular size mentioned in your order. If 
you will allow us to substitute the same value in a different size, please 
advise on order. This will save much correspondence and be a big 
help to us in filling your order. If blooming size bulbs are ordered 
and we cannot supply that particular size, will fill order with blooming 
size bulbs, not with small bulbs or bulblets, unless asked to do so. If 
you allow us to substitute another variety in the event we are sold out 
on the one ordered, you will receive a greater value than the original 
order. Full cultural directions will accompany every order. Please 
PRINT your name and address very plainly on order to avoid delays 
and errors in shipping. 


BULB SIZES 


Large size measure 1 1/4’’ and up. Medium size 3/4” to 1 1/4”, 
small size 1/4’? to 3/4’’. Bulblets screened over 6 to inch mesh, 
washed and measured in dry measurements which are approximately 
15% more than liquid measure. 


CLASSIFICATION AND VARIETY CODE 


After the variety name you will find a name in parenthesis--this will 
be the originator’s name. At the right of this you will find two sets of 
numbers-such as: 366-75. The first in the set of numbers designates 
that the bloom is in the 300 class for size, the last two digits-66 de- 
notes the color class according to the NAGC Classification list. The 
last two numbers after the dash-such as 75, means that that is the 
approximate number of days it should take for a large bulb of that 
variety to bloom after planting. This varies in different climates and 
with weather conditions etc. Where prices are listed as L, M. andS 
and BLTS, this means Large, Medium and Small bulbs and BULBLETS. 
All bulbs New York State Inspected, Certificate #917.

Dark violet-blue, about the color of 
Pelegrina. Large florets, grows 
straight, strong stems. 


ADMIRAL DE RUYTER (K & M-’48) 
031-75-80 

Medium salmon with yellow throat 

and a smaller red lined blotch. Tall 

grower. Sometimes flecks. 


ALETA (Grout-’45) 520-88 

Slightly ruffled orange or peach red. 
Opens 8 well spaced florets on a 20 
bud spike, with 7 showing color. 
28’ flowerhead on a stiff straight 
stem. The 5 1/2’’ florets have ex- 
cellent texture. A show winner 
every time. 


ALGONQUIN (Palmer-’39) 536-80 
Brilliant glowing scarlet with large 
wide open blooms. One of the best 
commercial scarlets. 


ALPINE (Palmer-’44) 300-75 

A very beautiful ruffled white. Not 
a big one, but one with class and 
real beauty. 


ALSAGE (Benedict-’41) 416-81 
Ruffled buff apricot color. 
lovely. 


AMBRA (K & M) 75-80 
Light yellow.

Salmon orange with small yellow 
marking in throat. Large wide open 
flowers, blooming with 6 open ata 
time on large tall straight stem. 
Healthy grower and good propagator. 
Fine exhibition variety as well as an 
excellent commercial cut flower. 
Good forcer for greenhouse grow- 
ing. 

ATHLONE (B.L. Palmer-’43) 416-80 
Florets are a soft salmon flesh but 
the buds have a pink tint that gives 
an overall buff appearance. Very 
attractive. Opens 12 of 22 buds on 
24”’ head. 


ATOM (Hedgecock-’46) 336-80 

A beautiful small flowered scarlet 
with a gold edge around all petals. 
A show winner. Lovely for corsages 
and arrangements. If you like the 
small ones, you’ll love this. 


AUTUMN LEAF (Howell-’49) 580-85 
Bright clean yellow and brown 
smoky. Edges of petals suffused 
plum shading to reddish brown, 
blending to large cream _ yellow 
throat, midribs are creamy yellow. 
Very attractive. Opens 7-8 6”’ 
florets on 18 bud spike. Tall grow- 
er and medium propagator. Slightly 
ruffled with excellent placement. 


AVALON (Marshall-’40) 440-90 

A striking ruffled pink with cream 
throat. Opens 8, 4’’ florets of 16 
buds on 18’’ head. 


BADGER BEAUTY (Krueger-’41) 466-95 


Clear lavender with cream-white 
throat. Opens 6 of 20 buds on 20’’ 
head. 


BEACON (E.F. Palmer-’35) 436-90 
Fiery scarlet red with cream throat 
blotch. Sometimes crooks, but we 
still like it. 


BEERSHEBA (K & M-’49) 406-80 
Buds and first ones to open are a 
definite soft cream, but as they open 
te the air, turn to a milky white.

Opens 8 or 9 on 
a long flower head. A ribbon win- 
ner. 


BLACK PANTHER (Lins-’43) 554-80

the black reds. Fine texture anda 
show winner. 


BLOEMFONTEIN (K & M-’48) 531-95 
Salmon pink which is lightly frilled. 
Has yellowish throat with faint 
markings. Grows tall. 


BLUE BEAUTY (Pfitzer-’36) 476-75 
A fine, low priced medium blue, with 
darker throat. Very popular as a 
cut-flower. Highly recommended. 


BLUE LAGOON (Snyder-’46) 478-70 
Tall, deep violet blue that doesn’t 
fleck. Will open 5 of 16 buds on 21’’ 
head. Produces many bulblets which 
germinate easily. 


BRAGA (K & M-’48) 454-80 
Very dark mahogany red, 
black. 


BRIDESMAID (Wheeler-’45) 540-80 
A tall salmon with a creamy yellow 
throat. Good attachment and opens 
6 florets on long flower head. Good 
producer of bulblets which germinate 
easily. 


BRITELITE (Howell-’49) 220-70 

A beautifully ruffled orange and yel- 
low blend. May make the 320 class 
according to growing reports this 
year. Opens 7-8 with 6 showing 
color on 20 bud spike. Tall plants. 
Florets are 3’ to 3 3/4’’ and have 
perfect placement. Very heautiful 
color under artificial light. Rapid 
propagator. 


BROCADE (Palmer-’45) 470-85-90 
A fine ruffled purple. A _ really 
beautiful color and a great addition 
to the purple class. 


BRONZEWING (Errey-’39) 482-85 
An orange-salmon, with slate fleck- 
ing, crimson and yellow throat. 
Opens 10 of 22 buds on 27’’ head.

CHRISTINE (Cave-’46) 500-80 
A large marble white that produces 
28”’ flower heads with 6’ florets 
from large bulbs. A show winner 
and a good commercial. 


CIRCE (K & M-’49) 524-85 

An early flowering russet-orange 
with deeper red feathered blotch and 
creamy yellow band. Very showy 
and attractive. Opens well when cut 
in bud. Heads have 18 buds with 6 
opening at one time. Good attach- 
ment. Free propagator. 


CLEO (Youmans-’48) 441-95 

New shade of soft pink with Buff 
undertones and _ scarlet blotch. 
Grows 5’ plant with 27’’ flowerhead 
of 20 buds. Will open 8 or more 5”’ 
florets, which are heavily ruffled. 
Excellent texture and substance. 


CONNECTICUT YANKEE 
(Schenetsky-’44) 441-90 

A sensational pink glad with a very 

attractive scarlet throat blotch. 

Opens a double row of 10 florets at 


one time. Germination and bulblet 
growth are excellent. A show win- 
ner. 


CONVOY (Palmer-’42) 570-85 
A clear true purple with recurved 
florets. A vigorous grower. 


CORONA (Palmer-’40) 560-80 

A creamy pink with a rose picotee 
edge. Very attractive and unusual. 
Makes a delicate bouquet. 


COVER GIRL (LaSalle-’45) 442-90 
A tall medium pink that opens 10-12 
florets on 30’’ spike. Very heavy 
foliage. A consistent show winner. 


CRINKLEC REAM (Ellis-’40) 410-86 
Very large ruffled, light yellow. 
Opens four to five on an average 
spike. Poor propagator for us, but a 
nice glad. Makes beautiful bulbs.

Opens 6 to 
8 on 20 bud spike.

Has about 
24’’ flowerhead. Fine placement and 
attachment. Rapid propagator. Has 
fine commercial possibilities. 


DIEPPE (Hassell-’45) 432-85 

A brilliant red-salmon with deeper 
shading in throat. Opens 7 of 18 
buds on 20’’ head. 


DRAGON’S BLOOD (Rich-’46) 554-85 
Giant deep red-always a winner. 
Flecks some but this only adds to 
the beauty and makes it appear 
darker. 


DREAM GIRL (Krueger-’45) 460-95 
Light rose pink with a small rose 
blotch. Opens 8 on nice tall straight 
spikes. A beautiful color that the 
florists all like. Makes good spikes 
from small bulbs. 


DRUM MAJOR (Wilson-’42) 523-85 
Clear deep orange with velvety deep 
blotch.

3 gallons water 


To get a good preparation easily, mix the Ceresan and wetting agent 
together, add a little water at a time, and stir until a uniform mixture 
is obtained. DO NOT USE THE HANDS WHEN STIRRING. Soak bulbs 
in the solution for 15 minutes, stirring several times during treatment; 
soak bulblets for 30 minutes. After bulbs or bulblets are removed from 
the solution, allow them to drain for about 30 minutes, and plant 
IMMEDIATELY. Delay in planting can cause injury to the bulbs. If the 
ground is dry at planting time we suggest the Lysol treatment instead 
of the Ceresan Dip, as dryness can cause a delay in germination or 
growth besides possible injury to the bulbs. 


DUSTING FOR THRIPS 


The easiest and most efficient means of controlling THRIPS is to dust 
the foliage of the plants with 5% D.D.T. Begin dusting when plants are 
in third leaf and continue about every ten days to two weeks until the 
spikes start to show color. Best results will be obtained when the dust 
is applied to the plants while the dew is still on them. 


SPRAYING FOR THRIPS 
1 rounded teaspoon of 50% D.D.T. 


1/2 teaspoon of Dreft 


1 gallon of water 
For larger plantings-1/2 lb. 50% D.D.T., 1/2 pint liquid soap, 25 gal- 
lons of water. The Wettable form of D.D.T. should be used when using 
a spray material. 


CAUTION: Lysol, New Improved Ceresan, and D.D.T. are poisonous 
and care should be taken in handling and storing these materials. Do 
no inhale D.D.T. dust.
